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Clarence “Ducky” Nash sounded exactly like 
Donald Duck. He looked a little like him, too, 
with a round face, white hair, twinkling eyes and 
spectacles. Not surprising, since Nash was the 
original voice of Walt Disney’s famous quacker, 
starting with a small part in a 1934 cartoon. 
Ducky Nash was Donald’s voice in more than 
150 cartoons, TV shows, and films. He also 
spoke for Donald in at least seven different 
languages. (German 
was the hardest, 
he said.) And he 
did the voices of 
Donald’s nephews, 
Huey, 
' Dewey 
and 
Louie. 
Ducky 
Nash hada 
knack for 
imitating animals.

sang the same song for Walt 
Disney, who was looking for 
voices for his cartoon 
characters. In the middle of 
the song, Walt said, “There’s 
our talking duck!” 

It was supposed to be a small 
part. Instead, Donald Duck 
became almost as big a star as 
Mickey. Nash gave up his original 
plan of becoming a doctor. 
Instead, he said, “I became the 
biggest quack in the country.” 

But Ducky Nash was never as 
famous—nor as bad-tempered—as 
Donald. Most people didn’t even 
know he was the world’s biggest

quack—until he opened his mouth. 
Nash died in 1985 at the age of 
80. But his voice continues to 
make kids—and grown- 
ups—quack up 
whenever they watch 
that squawking 
duck in the blue 
sailor suit.

: . No. Believe it or not, Doyle 
Fs is a botanist, a scientist who 
§ studies plants. He searches the 
r world for rare vegetation, 
running into incredible 
adventures along the way. 

He first became interested in 
plants when he was a kid. He 
f. was walking through a 
meadow one day when he 
slipped on a mushroom. He 
thought, “This is weird. I 
wonder how it works?” He 

€ learned everything he could about 
_ fungi, a type of plant that includes 
mushrooms, mildew and molds. 

As he studied more about botany, 
he become fascinated with a rare 
plant named gunnera that grows in 
Hawaii. Few people have studied this 
plant because it grows only on the sides 


of steep, treacherous cliffs. Just 
getting to such cliffs is a 
challenge because there’s usually 
a very wet forest in the way. 
These forests can 
get several 
hundred inches of 
rain every year. 
“It can take you a 
day to goa mile,” 
Doyle says. “You 
have to crawl 
around fallen trees ae slosh 
through thick mud, sometimes 
up to your waist. Also, it’s often 
so foggy you can barely see 
where you're going.” 

That never stopped Doyle, 
though. He and a friend once

Orville nods to his brother and 
jerks the release wire. The plane 
begins to move on its wooden track.... 


It is the greatest moment in the 
history of flight. 

Around the world, inventors 
had been racing to solve the

puzzle of powered 
flight. In 1890, a 
Frenchman 
named Clement Ader lifted eight 
inches into the air and flew 165 
feet—about half the length 

of a football field—in a 
steam-powered machine with 
bat-shaped wings.

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It looks almost like a real 
Tyrannosaurus Rex, but at 40 
feet it’s twice the dinosaur’s 
height. This fire-breathing metal 
monster lifts cars five stories into 
the air, crushes them with its 
claws, bites and rips out the roofs 
and doors, and then spits out the 
mangled morsels of metal. 

Aptly named “Robosaurus,” 
this pile of nuts and bolts gives 
new meaning to the expression 
“heavy metal.” It’s a hefty 30 
tons, triple the weight of a 
typical prehistoric I-Rex. 

“It wreaks a little bit of 
havoc, I guess,” laughs Gary 
Cerveny, one of three men who 
built the beast, which has been a 
popular attraction at monster 
truck shows around the nation. 

When it finishes a 
performance, Robosaurus 
collapses into the trailer part 
of a tractor-trailer. Then it’s 
hauled on the highways to 
its next stop, where it 
wreaks more havoc and 

wrecks more cars. 


Robosaurus 
is actually an 
“electrohydro- 
mechanical” 
creature, meaning

it combines electronics and 
computers, hydraulics (power 
exerted by pressure from fluids), 
and simple mechanical 
movements. 

A computer helps Robosaurus 
coordinate all of its motions, and 
it can be programmed in advance 
to “memorize” some movements. 
Two 500-horsepower diesel 

engines in Robosaurus’s 

tail provide energy for 
everything that grunts, 
moves, or crushes. 
Hydraulic cylinders and 
pistons move the monster's 
jaws, claws and legs, much 
the way the scoops and 
shovels work on heavy 
construction equipment. 


It usually takes 

three people to operate 
Robosaurus. The “pilot” is 
strapped into a special seat in the 
skull. He’s responsible for 
controlling the toggle switches, 
buttons and foot pedals that give 
instruction to the computer and 
move the monster. Even the ears 
flap. (A remote control panel is 
also used by a man who works 
outside the creature. He moves the 
claws during the car-crushing part 
of the program.) The special effects 


man is the “copilot,” and it’s his job 


to see that all the noise and fire are 
coordinated with Robosaurus’s 
monstrous movements. 

Only three people are “licensed” 
to drive Robosaurus, and there are 
two others who handle the remote 
and special effects. 

“We have a long list of people 
who want to learn how to be a 
pilot,” says Gary Cerveny, the man 
who piloted the monster’s first steps. 
“But it’s a lot tougher than driving 
a bulldozer. It’s more than piloting 
a stunt plane.” —Doug Garr

An airplane is lifted when the 
air pressure below its wings is 
greater than the air pressure 
above them. This difference in air 


pressure is created because the air 
travels faster over the top of the 
wing than underneath it. Air 
moves around the Turbosail 
cylinder in much the same way, 
except that instead of lifting the 
ship, it “propels” or pushes it 
forward through the water.

Turbosail. Alcyone has an engine 
for times when there is little or no 
wind, but when a strong wind is 
blowing, a computer shuts off the 
engine and the ship runs on wind 
power alone. 

At 103 feet long, Alcyone is 
considered a small ship, and is 
used for Cousteau Society filming 
and research expeditions. But 


Captain Cousteau hopes that 
Turbosails will one day power 
huge international freighters, 
which carry cargo like cars, logs 
and food all over the world’s 
oceans.
